Excellencys Message Subsequent to your Speech, that you 
again urge and recommend to their Consideration, the

His Excellency addressed himself to the Board in the 
following Manner Viz^ 

Gentlemen 

I meet you in Council this afternoon in Order to State 
An Address and lay before you Some Proceedings of the house of 

noDi his 

Go^l?*toth Assembly In the Course of this Week, which I Conceive 
M^bmof to be of a very Extraordinary nature, and which I shall 
conoerntoff the do as briefly as Possible. On my Return to town on 
of Aa^biy*** Wednesday and Examining the Journal of Proceedings 
of the house of Assembly I was much Surprized to See 
that a Committee appointed by that house to Examine 
the Proceedings of the Courts of Justice, and to enquire 
into the State of Pubfick Offices, had taken upon them 
of their Own Authority, to Resolve to examine all Per- 
sons on Oath, and did Actually tender an Oath to M"^ 
Moodie the Deputy Secretary, and here I must Observe 
that this Committee had no Authority to Examine any 
Person on Oath, and that all Oath must be lawfull either 
allowed by Common Law, or some Statute, and required 
by Persons liaving legal Power so to do, and that it is 
a Rule founded on Law Reason and Justice, that no 
Man is bound or shall be Compelled to Accuse himself. 
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and that a Witness shall not be Examined, where his 
Evidence tends either to dear or Accuse himself, and 
which is also Elucidated and Supported by Act of Par- 
liament, and on M' Hoodie's refusing to take the Oath 
tendered it appears that the said Committee declared 
their Opinion that such Refusal was a Presumptuous 
breach of the privil^e of the house and a daring Con- 
tempt of the Authority of the said Committee: and I 
was equally Surprized to find, that the house had Agreed 
to the Report made by the Committee and ordered the 
Speaker to issue his Warrant directed to the Messenger 
Attending the house, and the Acting Provost Marshal 
to take and Commit the Body of the said Thomas Moodie 
Immediately to the Common Goal in Savannah there to 
remain during the Pleasure of the house, and on which 
Warrant M' Moodie acquainted me he was Actually 
taken into Custody Yesterday, and I have received fur- 
ther Information, that he is now Confined in the Com- 
mon Goal in the same Room with a Man lately Con- 
victed of Perjury and who Stood on the Pillory for the 
Same, and a Negroe Prisoner, and I was also much Sur- 
prized to find by the Journal of the Assembly, that on 
Wednesday last, on the order of the day for taking into 
Consideration, the entring upon a Tax Bill being read, 
and a Motion made that the house would order in a Tax 
Bill for the Present year the Same Passed in the Nega- 
tive and it was resolved that the house would not enter 
upon a Tax Bill for the Present Year, the Parishes of 
S' David, S' Patrick S* Thomas & S' Mary's being Rep- 
resented, which Matters I should have taken Notice of 
Yesterday had they made a house While the Committee 
were merely making an Innofensive enquirey and which 
. I thought might Possibly make some discovery of Abuses 
Committed by Officers, and which on a Proper Repre- 
sentation to me. I should certainly have taken due No- 
tice of. I acquiesced and had they Contented themselves 
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with exerciseing moderate Powers. Possibly — I migfht 
have Continued Silent. But when I find the Assembly of 
Georgia and even a Committee of that Assembly, not 
only Assuming to themselves all the Powers laws and 
Customs of the Parliament of Great Britain, but even 
gx>ing beyond what I Conceive to be the General and 
Common Practice of the Committees of the house of 
Commons there, and when I find the house approves of. 
and endeavours to Support the Proceeding of the said 
Committee, by Arbitrarily depriving his Majesty's good 
Subjects of their Liberty, and )vhen instead of dispatch- 
ing the necessary business of the Province and doing 
their duty to their Constituents by Providing Against 
apparent Dangers they refuse to go upon the Tax Bill 
for raising the Usual Supplies for the Support of Gov- 
ernment, and by the Reasons given for such refusal take 
upon them (to Call it no worse) in Eflfect to insist on his 
Majesty Complying with their request (or rather de- 
mand) Previous to their Passing a Tax Bill and that 
without Observing any d^free of delicasey or even de- 
cency, in Waiting a Reasonable tin>e for my receiving his 
Majesty's Commands on the Subject altho* I have Ac- 
quainted them that the Conduct I Observed with Respect 
to this Matter last Session had been approved by his Maj- 
esty who Considers the appointing what Places shall Send 
Representatives to the Assembly as a Matter which by 
the form and Principles of Government Established for 
this Province entirely depends upon his Royal discre- 
tion, and which his Majesty had Declared he Should 
always be ready to exercise in Such Manner as should 
be for the Interest and Welfare of this Province, when 
it should appear to be necessary either upon my Repre- 
sentation of the State of those Parishes, or on the appli- 
cation of the Inhabitants, there to be indulged in the 
Privilege of Electing Representatives, this Gentlemen is 
the answer I received on my Transmitting their Address 
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and Yours on this Subject during the last Session, and 
which I received the fifth of October last : and finding that 
I was not empowered to issue those Writs of Election. 
I wrote again to his Majesty's Secretary of State on the 
eighth of October, and on the 25**" Informed the house 
that that I had Represented this Matter in Such a light, 
as I did not doubt but I should receive his Majesty's 
Permission to issue Writs for Electing Representatives 
for those Parishes and which in answer to their Message 
of the Second Instant I told them I was daily expecting 
to receive tho' there was Scarcely time for it since I wrote 
last which was by Cap' Hall who only Sailed the 21"^ 
of October and as a Proof of the Impropriety of their 
hasty Conduct. I have now in my hands an answer to my 
last letter dated the 1 1**" day of december with his Maj- 
esty's Authority for issuing those very Writs. If I sliall 
think fit so to do with your Advice, and this Letter I re- 
ceived the very Evening after their Resolution was en- 
tered into, a Remarkable Instance of Government At- 
tention to the affairs of this Province and to my Solicita- 
tions in its behalf. I say Gentlemen after all this, when 
I see such Resolutions entered into, and that Such a 
Spirit Prevails amongst them, I think it a duty Incum- 
bent on me to put a Stop to such Extraordinary and in- 
temperate Proceedings. And as on the one hand you and 
they have ever found me Anxious to Promote and ready 
to Concur in every Proper Measure: for the Prosperity 
of the People and Province, so on the other hai:d you 
and they have good reason to believe, that I will not 
knowingly allow them to assume Powers and do things 
which I Conceive to he Improper. And I must further 
Acquaint you. that out of regard and Friendship to the 
People and Province. I this Morning Communicated my 
Sentiments on these Matters to the Speaker, and told him 
Expressly, that I would Dissolve the Assembly at One 
O'clock, unless they reconsidered their Proceeding of 
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this Week, and removed my Objections tHereto and 
which I strongly recommended. I also told him. that I
